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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wan fails to disclose 
duplicating at least part of each of said control packets. Applicant argues that Wan discloses fora/arding statistical information derived from 
the extracted information to the central server. However, Wan clearly discloses: 

"The RTCP packets provide information on the traffic flow which is extracted by the monitors. The information is forwarded to a central 
server where it is analyzed " [column 4 «lines 61-64»]. Clearly, Wan is disclosing statistical information being extracted from the packets 
and this information is fonwarded to the server. Figure 3 supports this interpretation. Item 203 of Figure 3 discloses collecting statistical 
information from the packets themselves and then fonwarding this information directly to the central server. Applicant's analysis focuses on 
an embodiment of Wan's invention that allows the congestion monitors to aid the central server in calculating the congestion. But as 
indicated in the cited sections. Wan discloses that at least part of the extracted information is sent directly to the server where the server 
makes its own calculations [see also column 9 «lines 9-12 and 34-36» where : Wan discloses extracting congestion information from the 
packet and fonwarding the congestion information to the central component (server)]. 
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
